I have your order of 10/28 for prompt delivery of 50,000 Ibs. bronze blanks and shall use 
all diligence to expedite the same. 


The price of copper advanced yesterday for January delivery to 11 % c. for lb. and it is 
expected to go higher. 


This sudden rise in copper indicates a termination of the long sluggishness, and explains 
the advance in the recent bids for supplying coin blanks — not simply by showing that they will 
cost more because the metal costs more, but mainly by showing that manufacturing is active and 
consequently profitable. 


It is questionable whether the Mint will ever again buy nickel copper coin blanks so low 
as it has bought them recently.
